procui^d canfiot be judged^ ^PHEIPlliEK ^owad .great, initiative, was. e.x- 

tronely industrious, and sustained oonsidarable enthusiasn for his yvork. 

The suoceedihg Leiters ladked inspiration and indeed, uost. of the good 
qualities shewn by EHEIPFER, and DEIEBSEIT in particular 'gave the appeal^ 
once of being entirely apathetic towards his duties. 

The develcpiient of agent netrrorks after IHEIPIlER's departure in May . 
1940 yms achieved largely by virtue of the extensive bxasiness connections, 
possessed by BENSHiM and the industry and intoiligenoo which BISCJHub'i?* 
brought to his work, but both these officers lacked the authority and ex^ 
perienoQ ofHIElEEBiR,. Had they posseeBQd these qualities, and hod BENSM^HN 
bean less pra**oooupied with his of/n business interests, they, would no doubt 
have been able to carry, out the various projects, notably in France and 
the Iberian Peninsula, with a greater nohatub'e of success,. 

Another factor whioh handicapped the Nest’s trader takings was the. poor 
standard, .(bf- its agents, a disadvantage reflected in the iiajorlty of the 
A!bw,ehr andcMil^-'AEit tmdertokii^gs. Many of the agents possessed, a low 
degree of inteHigence, and alnost cJ.1 worked for neroenary rather than 
ideological aotiSjbs,. As nora and vaora nen bocone incorporated in Geroany.’s 
amed forces the bhioa of reofuits available to iha Nest becaiua Increasingly 
snaliar and- the recruits ware not of the type to ]oako enterprising ev loyal, 
agents ♦ ' 

The history of Nest Brenan shows a gradual .but oontinhal decline in 
success and enterprise which dates frou the autUrra of 1942, whan the 
GIOVANNI network y«as liquidated by the Port;;^Gsai 

Nevertheless., in its prdnary fuijo.tion, that of coliectiiig naval and 
shipping ihtelligenoe on behalf of Abteilung Nest Bi*eiien, oonspicuoTaS 
■anong.AbwahrsteHan operating against the Western' Allies, ao^eved ■ results 
of value and won oonsiderabla credit for its leaders;
